Authoritative diplomatic

The House of Representa- 
tives today gave President 
Eisenhower hn major policy 
victory by defeating at- 
tempts to add $1,175,000,000 
to his budget for the Air 
Force. - : i 

Volce votes turned down four 
amendments by Mr George H, 
Mahon (Democrat, Texas) to 
increase the budget by this 
amount—the minimum = which 
General Hoyt Vandenberg, for- 
mer Alr Force Chief of Staff, 
sald was needed to keep the 
Alr Force expanding to 143 
wings by mid-1057, 

The - Eisenhower administra+ 
tlon cut $5,000,000,000 from the 
budget recommended by former 
President Truman for the Air 
Force, : 

The Alr Force budget amended 
by the Elsenhower administration 
was for $11,000,000,000, repre- 
senting a cut of $5,000,000,000 
from the amount recommended 
by President Truman, 

The Sceretary of Defence, Mr 
Charles E. Wilson, had contended 
tbat the build up of combat air 
strength would be more sapld 
under the new plans than under 
those .made during the Truman 
administration,

His many friends. in - 
Hongkong will learn with 
regret of the death of Mr 
Hugh Nish, former Sworn 
Measurer, which occurred 
this week at Rockingham, -

The late Mr Nish ecttled in 
Hongkong in 1022, and in 1931 
ho took over the office of tha 
Sworn Measurer from Captain 
B. Branch, its originator, when 
ho retired, 

But prior to this Mr Nich was 
a scamaon.

.im 19003 and for cight years 
Served his apprenticeship in the 
suiling ships of the famous

During World poees Nish 
was on Dover Pa RNVR,

Tho Into Mr Nish wes a mem-

Mr Nish will bo remembered 
for his neverefailing cheerful 
disposition.
